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EXTRACT FROM Dr. MOORE’s rrave rs in ITALY. 
A VERY affc&ing inftance of the odious inflexibility of Venetian 
courts, appears in the cafe of Fofcari, fon to the Doge of that name. 

This young man had, by fome imprudences, given offence to the Sen- 
ate, and was, by their orders, confined at Trevifo, when Almor Donato, 
ene of the Council of Ten, was affaflinated, on the 5th of November, 
1450, as he entered his own houfe. 

A reward, in ready money, with pardon for this or any other crime, 
and a penfion of two hundred ducats, revertible to children, was promif- 
ed to any perfon who would difcover the planer or perpetrator of this 
crime. No fuch difcovery was made. 

One of young Fofcari’s footmen, named Olivier, had been obferved 
loitering near Donato’s houfe on the eyentng of the murder; he fled 
from Venice next morning. Thefe, with other circumftances of lefs 
importance, created a ftrong fufpicion that Fofeari had engaged this man 
to commit the murder, | 

Olivier was taken, brought to Venice, put to the torture, and confeff- 
ed nothing ; yet the Council of Ten, being prepoffcifed with an ‘opinion 
of their guilt, and imagining that the maftcr would have lefs idabesinie, 
ufed him in the fame cruel mauner. The unhappy young man, in the 
midft‘of his agony, continued to affert, that he knew nothing of the af- 
faffination, ‘This convinced the Court of his firmnefs, but not of his in- 


nocence ; yet as there was no legal proof of his guilt, they could now 


‘fentence him to death. He was condemned to pais the reft of his life 


in banifhment, at Canéa, in the Ifland of Candia. 

This unfortunate youth bore his exile with more impatience than he 
had done the rack ; he often wrote to his relations and friends, praying 
them to intercede in his behalf, that the term of his banifhment might be 
abridged, and that he might be permitted to return to his family before 
he died. All his applications were fruitlefs ; thofe to whom he addrefl- 
ed himfelf had never interfered in his favour, for fear of giving offence t@ 
the obdurate Council, or had interfered in vain. 

After languifhing five years in exile, having loft all hope of return, 
through the interpofition of hisown family or countrymen, im a fit of 

ef{pair he addrefled the Duke of Milan, putting him in mind of fervices 
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which the Doge, his father, chad,’ réndéred: him, and begging that he 


would ult this powerfyl influence with the State’of Venice, that his fen- 
tence might be recalled. He entrufted his lettet te. a~merchanit,. going 
from Canfa to Venice, who promifed to take the firft opportunity. of 
fending it from thence to the Duke; inftead of which, this wretch, as 
foon as he arrived at Venice, delivered it to the chiefs ef the Council of 
Ten. ' 

This condué& of young Fofcari appeared criminal in the eyes of thofe 
Judges; for, by the laws of the republic, all its {ubjeéts are exprefsly 
forbid claiming the proteétion of foreign princes, in any things: which 
relates t6 the government of Venice, ' Pe og) 

F¥oféari-was therefore ordered to be brought from Candia, and-fhat up 
in the State Prifon. There the chiefs of the Council of Ten ordered him 
once more to be put to the torture, to draw from iim the motives which 
determined him to apply to the Duke of Milan: Suelh ‘an exertion of 
Jaw is, indeed, the moft flagrant injuftice. | 

‘The miferable youth declared to the Council, that he had wrote the 
letter, in the full perfuafion that the merchant, whofe charaéter he knew 
woald betray him, and deliver it to them; the confequence of which, 
he forefaw, would be, his being ordered back a prifoner to Venice, the 
only megns he had in his power of feeing his parents and friends; a 
pleafyre for which he had fanguifhed, with unfurmountable defire, for 
Jome tine, and which he was willing to purchafe at the expenfe of any 
danger or pain. 

. Lhe Pe ty little affe€ted with this generous inftance of filial piety, 


ordained, that the unhappy young man fhould be carried back to Candia; 


andthere be imprifoned for a year, and remain banifhed to that ifland 
for Life; wth this condition, that if he fhould make any more applica- 
tions to foreign Powers, his imprifonment fhould be perpetual. At the 
fame time they gave permiffion, that the Doge, and his lady, might vifit 
ghcir unfortunate fon. ; 

the. Doge was, at this time, veryold; he had been in poffcfiion of 
the oflice above thirty years. Thofe wretched parents had an interview 
with thei fon in ene of the apartments of the palace ; they embraced 
him with all the tendernefs which his misfortunes, and his filsal affe€tion 
deferved. | The father exhorted him to bear his hard fate with firmnefs / 
the ton protelted, in the moft moving terms, that this was not in his 
power; that however others could “fuppert the difimal lonélincfs of a 
prifon, he could not; that his heart was formed for friendfhip, and the 
reciprocal endearments of focial life ; without Which his foul funk into 


dejeftton worfe than death, from which alone he fhould look for’relief; 


if he fhould again be confined to the horrors of a prifen; and, melting 
into.tears, he funk, at his father’s feet, imploring ‘him to take compatfhorw 
m a fon who had ever loved him with the moft ‘dutiful affection, and 


“who. was.perfely innocent of the crime of whieh he was accufed ; he 


copjurcd him, by cvery bond of nature and religion, by the bowles of a 
father, and the inercy of a Redeemer, to ufe his influence with the Coun-

of all deaths, that of expiring under the flow tortures ofa broken hear’, 


. gna horrthile banifhment from every. creature he loved,—‘‘ My fon,” res

 bisving nye this effort, he retired to another apartment ; and, unable 
to simysatt anv longer the acutenels of his feelings, funk into a ftate of 
4 infenttibitity 
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infenfibility, he remained till fome.time after his fon had failed on his 
return-to Candia. 2 an a ie 

Noébady has prefumitd to defcribe the anguifh of the wretched thother ; 
thofe who are endowed with thé. moft exquifite fenhibility, and who 
haveexperienced diftrefs in fome degree fimilar, will have the jute tt 
idea of what it was. a 

The accumulated mifery of thofe unhappy parents touched the hearts 
of fome of the moft powerful Senators, who applied with fo much en¢fyy 
for acomplete pardon for young Fofcari, that they were on the point 
of obtaining it; when a veffel arrived from Candia, with tidings, that 
the miferable youth had expired in prifon a fhort time after his return. 

Some years after this, Nicholas Erizzo, a noble Venetian, being on his 
death-bed, confeifed that, bearing a violent refentment again{t the Sena- 
tor Donato, he had committed the affaffination for which the unhappy 
family of Fofcari had fuffered fo much. 

At this time the forrows of Doge were at an end; he had exifted only 
afew months after the death of his fon. His life had been prolonged, 
till he beheld his fon perfecuted to death for an infamous crime; but not 
till he fhould fee this foul {tain wafhed from his family, and the inno- 
cence of his beloved fon made manifeft to the world. 

The ways of Heaven never appeared more dark and intricate, than in 
the incidents and catallrophe of this mournful ftory. To reconcile the 
ermiffion of fuch events, to our ideas 6f infinite power and goodnefs,

He 
knew well, that moft-readers are incapable ef difcuifion, of ferious ex- 
amination and refleétion.; and that every.thing which derves to deliver 
them from the terrors of a rcligion' which puts re{traint on the paffions, 
is received with eagernefs and applaufe. ,sHence the impicties he uttered 
are feafoned with'fome facrilegious jeft; hence he {pared not the fharp- 
eft fatire ; and,if-he undertook to fubvert the dottrines of our religion, 
disfigured them by the ridicule thrown upon them. Or, does he feek to 
deftroy the immortality of the foul, the foundations of morality, and the 

_ rewards and punifhments of a future-life.;.he recurs not, to reafoning ; 
t he affumes the tone of raillery and irony ; he tries to excite laughter; he 

turns every thing to a jett. ‘It matters not that he advances abfurdities, 

_ that he often conitradiétS:himfelf and deferves.no credit; nothing ftops 
, him if hecan procure himfelf readers. Imdfhort, heemploysagainitreligion 
the moft diffolut ertinifm, and the depravity ofthe moft corrupt heart.

FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 
LONDON. 

Onthe 16th December, the King of the French appeared in the Né. 
tional Affembly, where he was received with every mark of refpect. In 
a {peech to the Atfembly, he informed them of the meafures he had taker! 
to difperfe the afflemblages of the emigrants on the frontiers; and ot t! 
requifitions made to the neighbouring Princes to divert them from giving 
them fupport. : 

The emperor, he fays, has done all that can be expefted from a faith 
ful ally, but his meaf

utes at the courts of other Princes, had not bee: 
equally fuccefsful. He then informs them that he had anticipated thet 
wifhes, and thofe of the people, by cauling a declaration to be made 
the Elector of Treves, that if, béfore the 15tli January, he does not put a 
ftop, within his States, to all colle€ting of troops, and all holtile diipos- 
tions on the part of the French who have taken refuge in them: he thal! 
confider him asthe enemy of France; and that he had made the mott 
proper military arrangements to render his declarations re{petted, ‘The 
King concludes his {peech with affurances of his attachment to the Com 
ftitution, and declaring that he “ reets pROFOUNDLY HOW GLORtOt 
it 1s TO BE THE KING OF A FREE PEOPLE.” 

This {peech was received with fhouts of applaufe: 

The Prefident of the Affembly replied to this addrefs; in whicli the 
fulleft affurances are given of every fupport neceflary in defence of tl 
national dignity, the Conititution, and of the King, whofe throne ftands 
on the unfhaken bafis of the Contftitution. 

The Minifter of war, after the King had retired, gave an account te 
the Affembly of the meafures and arrangements whith had been made 


purfuant to orders from the King; by which he faid 150,0c0 men would 


be on the frentiers in the courfe of a month: that he was going to the 
frontiers to infpeét in perfon the fortifications and the army j that three 
armies-were thought nceeflary; and were to be urider the commiand ot 
Generals Rochambeau, Lucker and La Fayette; three officers in whole 
patriotiim and abilities the nation has the moit urrbourtded confide 

An increafe of the public expenditure, he obferved, would be a nece!4 
fary confequence of the meafures already taket, byt Frauce would no! 
ftand kiggding when its liberty was at ftake. 

The fignal for war, he faid, would be the fighal for the teturn of pub- 
lic order. . i. Fin 

The manifefto of thé Emperor againft France is dated the 2: ft of De- 
cember, and was publifhied by the French Minifter De Leflurt in Paris, 
the 2d of January,i7g2, ~ 

Articles of a fuppoied treaty between Ruflia and Swedemare publith- 
ed in the Englifh papers, ; 
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From Chefter we have the following further particulard of the exect- 
tion of Allen, Afton, and Knock, on the 8th of ‘November. About twelve 
the melancholy proceflion left the caftle, Allen ftanding in the cart, by 
choice, till‘it reached the fatal tree; the other two dccafionally fitting. 
Allen’s demeanor was peculiarly marked with firmnefs; he fung very 
audibly the huridredth Pfalm, and one or two others, in which he was oc- 
cafronally joined by his fellow fufferers, Soon after leaving the prifon, 
thinking the whecls of tlie vehicle moved too rapidly, he loudly called 
to the executioner, faying, ** Good friend, don’t go fo faft, we fhall get 
there time enough!’ At the place of execution, they fung with much 
energy, about twenty minutes, they then knelt down, and prayed with 
éxtreme fervency a confiderable time ; after which Allen addreffed the 
multitudein very patheticterms. On being interrogated refpe€ing thofe 
accomplices of the gang who are fuppofed to be now at large, Allen e- 
Vafively anfwered, * All We fhall fay is, that thofe who have done wrong, 
let them do fo no more!” Afton wept much, which he faid arofe from 
the bitter reflef&tion of leaving a wife with a family of nine children, 
Juft before the caps were drawn over their faces, Knock ealled out to 
the executioner, “if I don’t die eafily, pull me by the legs!” Allen then 
begged that his cap might be lifted up ; when, after thanking the fher- 
iffs for their humane indulgence, and declaring that he forgave his prof- 
écutors, the witneffes, and all mankind, as he hoped for forgivenefs at 
the throne of mercy ; he kifled the hands of the other two, faying, “ God 
blefs you my fellow-fufferers; our fouls are now going to be feparated 
from our bodies, and I hope we fhall meet in Paradife 1 Hethen, each 
holding part of an handkerchief, afked, “* Are you teady, gentlemen ?”

HOUSE or REPRESENTATIVES. 
Saturday, March 31. 

Mr. Speaker laid before the Houfe a memorial from the legiflature of 
Maffachuietts ; and Mr. W. Smith a copy of inftru€tions from that of 
South-Carolina to their delegates in both Houfes of Congrefs, refpeéting 
a further afflumption of the debts of thofe States. +—Referred 'to the 
comunittee of the whole, on the public debt. 

Monday, April 2. 

A metlage was delivered by Mr. Secretary Otis, informing the Houfe, 
that the Prefident had notified the Senate of his having apptoved and 
figned an * aét to eftablith a mint and regulate the coins of the U. S.” 

The Houfe purfuant to the order of .he day, again refolved itfelf into 
a committee of the whole, on the repott of the Seevetary of the Treafury, 
on the public debt : Mr. Seney in the chair.) 

The 8th of Mr, Fitzlimons’s refolutions was amended and agreed to 
as follows : 

* Refolved, .. . .. That the intereft 6n fo much of the domeftic 
debt as has been or may be purchatfed for the U.S., or as fhall be paid 
into the Treafury, and fo much of the fum appropriated for te payment 
of the intereft on the foreign and domeftic debt as fhal]l be over and above 
what may be fufficient for the payment of fuch intereft, fhall be appro- 
priated “ for the redemption of the public debt, The faid funds to be ap- 
plied to the purpofes aforefaid, by the commiffioners hereafter mention- 
ed, under the approbation of the Prefident of the United States.” 

Phe oth and laft refolution was alfo agreed to as follows; “ Re 
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. © Refolved,. ... + That ——— be commisfioners for the purpo- 
fes aforefaid; and that a precife account of all the debts redeemed, and 
of all purchafes by them made be laid before the legiflature within 
months after its firft meeting in every year. 

The committee then rofe, and reported the refolutions, as amended ; 
and the Houfe immediately proceeded to confider the fame. 

The firft refolution being read as follows : 

‘“‘ Refolved that the term for receiving on loan pt part of the domef- 
tic debt of the United States which yet remains unfubfcribed, be extend- 
ed to the , on the fame terms as was provided by the a€t making 
provifion for the public debt of the U. S. 

Mr. Giles renewed his motion for amending it as follows: 

“‘ Except that condition in the aét, which renders the debt fo far fub- 
{cribed, fubjeé& mm redemption by payments not exceeding, in one year, 
on account of both principal and intereft, a proportion of eight dollars 
upon the hundred, on any certificate which fhall be iffued according to 
the terms therein f{pecified ; which cohditionyf{o far as it relates to any 
part of the debt which may be hereafter fubfcribed, fhall be abolifhed.” 

The queftion being taken on this amendment, paffed in the negative. 

The queftion was then taken on the refolution, and paffed in affirmative. 

The two following refolutions were alfo agreed to, viz. 

“ Refolved, That provifion ought to be made for payment of the in- 
tereft of the unfubfcribed part of the domeftic debt of the United States, 
to the firft day of 179 , on jike terms as was provided by the att 
aforefaid.” 

* Refolved, That the term for receiving on loan that part of the debt 
of the individual States, affumed by the United States, yet unfubfcribed, 
be extended to the firft day of next, on the fame terms as is provid- 
ed by the a& making provifion for the public debt.” 

The next of the refolutions, providing for a further affumption of the 
State debts, was under confideration, when the Houfe adjourned. 

: Tuefday, April 3. 

The Houfe refumed the confideration of the refolutions, reported by 
the committee of the whole, on the public debt, 

The refolution, providing for a further aflumption of the State debts, 
being under pokes Pine as follows ; 

* Refolved, That a fubfcription for a further loan in the debts of the 





individual States, be opened and continued to the firft day of next, 
not toexceed inthe whole —_—_—miliions of dollars, in the proportions 
following, that is to fay ; In the debt of 
Newhamphhire, New-York, North-Carolina, 
Maffachufeits, New- Jerf{ey, South-Carolina, 
Rhode-Ifland, Maryland, Georgia, 
Connefticut, Virginia, 
Provided, that the intereft on fuch loan fhall not be payable before the 
day ‘of : And provided, That when the fum to be afflumed 


for any State fhall not be fubfcribed by the holders of any of the evidenc- 
es in which the fame is made receivable, the State fhall not be entitled to 
receive intereft on the refidue.” 

A motion was brought forward by Meffrs. Sheridine and Mercer, to 
amend it by adding after the words “ individual States,” the fu swing, 
“‘whether difcharged by faid States refpeétively fince the treaty of 
peace, or undifcharged.” 

After a debate of confiderable length, the amendment was difagreed 
to ;~-Yeas, 22 ;--Nays, 30, The

FIRE AT MARBLEHEAD. 
Marblehead, April 14, 1792. 

Early in the evening of taft Wednefday, a very alarming fire began in 
the dwelling-houfe of Mr. James Bowler, and entirely confumed it, four 
other dwelling houfes, and feverel fhops and barns. ‘This melancholy 
event was occafioned by a child of Mr. Bowler’s, who had, unobferved, 
taken a lighted candle into the clofet of an upper chamber, and there by 
fome means caught a bundle of laths on fire, ‘The Child, frightened at 
the mifchief, fhut the doors of the clofet and chamber, and ran below ; 
but, too young to be aware of the cohfequences, and afraid of _ correétion 
as he has fince confefled, concealed the circumftance; and it was fome- 
time after he had come down, that a neichbour, who had feen the fire 
{preading through the upper part of the houfe, informed the family of 
their danger. 
_ Mr. Bowler’s lofs is eftimated at one thoufand pounds. Mrs, Giles, a 
widow, loft a comfortable dwelling-houfe, and almoft all her furniture, 
and is in great difrefs, The other buildings burnt, were not very valu- 
able. .

Laft evening I had the honour to receive your orders to repair to Fort- 
Wafhington, which fhall be obeyed without unneceffary delay. But, I 
take the liberty, Sir, to recommend to you to re-confider that order ; as, 
not only your pore honeur but your Page charaéter, iseflentially involv- 
jn my undertaking to juftify the charaéter and condu& of Gen. Butler; 
and to account for the delay imputed to him at Pittfburg; and other 
matters relating to the ill coats of the campaign, which, few perhaps, 
are fo well acquainted with as myfelf; nor without my prefence in be- 
half of Gen, Butler, will the committee of Cangrefs know on whom to 
call for information, or what information the evidences can refpettively 
give; fo that their inveftigation of the bufinefs may be rendered ineffe&, 
ual, and we are not without a former example of fuch a confequence. 

It is well known, Sir, that there are now, and have daily been in this 
city, a fufficient number of officers to conflitute a court martial—nay, 
double the number neceffary, ever fince the day of my arreft, doing na 
duty.

which his Excellency in that P. S, declares was never imparted to him, 
and that he did not hear of it until his arrival at Fort-Wafhington. 

Col. Butler's letter to me, from Pittfhurgh dated the agd ult. and his 
teftimony on oath, will difprove Gen. St. Clair’s explanation of that 
P. S. in the Gazette of the United States, February 4th. 

Here, therefore, I clofe my undertaking ; fatished that the noble fpirit 
of my deceafed friend has accompanied me in this inveftigation, fmiled 
on the fucceis of it, and after dropping a tear over General St. Clair, re- 
tired to the enjovment of endlefe blifs, As to my own part, I have now 
only to repair to Fort-Wafhington, for my trial,goo miles from here, to 
experience gn hopourable decree in my favour; and if I furvive the 
next campaign, and am not ordered to fome forlorn hope, I expeét to re- 
turn and to experience that redrefs, which a virtuous adminiftration will 
we to me, for the arbitrary treatment I am now made to fuffer.

It is an old maxim, and a true one, that if money is to be had, it will 
be had togame with. Stocks ge {o unéertain, that traffic in them has 
ever been confidered as a {pecies of gaming, ‘heir value is fupported 
by it. Withdraw the gamefters, and the whole fabric vanifhes, They 
are the leaven that raifes the bread of the ftockholders. The misfortune 
is, itis fo extenfive as to withdraw men from the folid purfuits and mod- 
erate profits of ufeful occupation, into a vortex of corruption and vice. 
This is a complaint from all quartets, and fo very genctal, that I muft be- 
lieve it has too. much foundation, 

This kind of gaming has ever been confidered as highly pernicious to 
the public es If itis fo, no bénefits (if fuch did exift) could come 
penfate the injury. Toarepublic whofe exiftence depends on a due 
peprcn of difinterefted virtue, fuch an over-dofe of poifon adminif- 
ered, muit either deftroy the patient, or be thrown off by fome violent 
and latent power of the conftitution, 

A love and veneration of equality is the vital principle of free govern- 
ments. It dies when the general wealth is thrown imto a few hands. 
The effeé& of ftocks is to transferthe fruits of the labours of the many, 
who are able to appreciate its value by the difficulty of acquirement, ane 
would convert it into ufeful improvement, into the hand of the opulent 
few who exchange them for foreign luxuries, and con!ume in an hour, 
the labour of indufttious families for years. It prevents a general diffu- 
fion of wealth by drawing it to a center, and faps the foundation of a re- 
publican government, efpecially in a large contineut. 

In a young country, thefe efleéts of individual opulence ave particular- 
ly hurtful, Such men are not only idle themfe!ves, but they maintai: 
humerous idle dependants and menial fervants, whofe lives are «onfumed 
in miniftering to their luxuries, and Whofe fervices die the moment they 
are rendered, Their want is felt in an unimproved, thinly populated 
country, where there are no fupernumerary hands, differently from an 
old well fettled ftate, where there are inore hands than employment. 
But of all opulence, that of the wealthy ftockholder is moft fatal to 4 
young country, Where a man’s revenuc arifes, from landed property, 1 
is created by preduétive labour employed on the land, and the neee(larics 
of life are increafed as his income increafes. Asis wealih depends on 
the value of fome particular eftate, it becomes his intere% to improve it. 
His private advantage becomes the public profperity, Ie alfo who em- 
ploys his capital in manufa€tures, increafes thereby the aggregate of nec. 
eflary productions ; and even heSvho lends money on intcreft to indi- 
Viduals, generally feleéts the induftrious from motives of fafety, and io in- 
trea{es the general welfare? But 
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But wealthy Rockholders who have lent their money .to governineht; 
are interefted in no particular {pot of land or manufaéture, They im- 
prove nothing. But take fomething from all. ‘They: are citizens of the 


world: oftener foreigners than natives, Attached to no country. At 


the firft appearance of danger, they fell ou*, ard fink your ctedit the mo- 
ment it becomes effential. As your diftrefles increafe, they fly you. 
When the impending cloud of misfortune cafts its gloom beyond you, 
thefe funfhine friends difappear in a moment.
